Old London KrklR*. 


New London bridge was opened in 


1S31. Old London bridge was a mon- 
strosity. It dated back to the year 1167 
A. D-, and at least three wooden bridges 
are known to have occupied the same 
site prior to that date. The old bridge 
was slightly over nine hundred feet in 
length, and had eighteen solid stone 
piers, varying in thickness from twen- 
ty-live to thirty-four feet, thus confin- 
ing tlie flow of the river to less than 
half its natural channel. The entire 
surface of the bridge was occupied by 
blocks of brick and stone buildings 
(erected on arches, with the roadway 
running tunnel-like beneath), some of 
them four stories high. All of these 
bridge buildings were densely packed 
with human beings (at one time esti- 
mated at seventeen hundred), carrying 
on all the trades and other vocations of 
life. Spanning the two center piers 
was a. huge church building dedicated 
to -.St. Thomas 
of Canterbury, but 


usually 
styled "St. Peter's of the 


Elridge." In very early time the arch 
opening from the bridge toward the 
city was called "Traitor's Gate," and it 
was no unusual thing to see the heads 
of a dozen executed criminals hanging 
over it.

I had a little experience 
with a case of that kind. A justice of 
the peace actually bound a man under 
one thousand dollars to go before court 
for putting lizards under the skin of 
another man. I had the prosecuting 
witness up in my room, and put him 
through an examination for the benefit 
of my fellow-lawyers. The negro had 
his arms tied tightly with strings. I 
asked him what that was for, and he 
said it was to keep the lizards from 
getting together. He actually 
be- 


lieved he could feel the lizards moving 
about. After a few questions he for- 
got that he had the lizards confined 
by the bandages, and told a story that 
didn't agree with it. He said that

Some idea of the technical difficulties 


to be surmounted in producing the cur- 
tain is gained from the extensive scale 
npon which the design is worked out. 
Ten thousand nine hundred and twenty 
threads—two hundred and ten threads 
to the inch—are used in the warp. The 
desing required sixty-three sheets of 
designing paper, covering an area of 
one hundred and seventy-one square 
feet 
Twenty-eight thousand three 


hundred and twenty pattern 
cards 


were used to produce the fabric. Each 
card being seventeen inches long, the 
entire number used extend over a dis- 
tance of seven and three-quarter miles. 


An ordinary ingrain carpet requires 


from about four hundred to six hun- 
dred and eight pattern curds, and so 
far as can be ascertained the largest 
number ever used to produce a single 
pattern, American made, was twenty- 
one thousand.—Philadelphia Times.

MIGRATION OF SNIPE. 


Evidence that Thev Hare Chanced Their 


Line of Fliclil. 


Of the uncertainty attending in these 


degenerate days the movements of mi- 
grating wild fowl, an example is of- 
fered in two reports recently printed in 
a technical journal. 
The oae dated 


from Oakdalc, on the main shore of 
Long Island, on the Great South bay, 
stated that following the great storm 
of August 25 there occurred "a splen- 
did flight" of bay snipe. On the other 
hand, a correspondent of the same 
journal who reported from Oak Island, 
a few miles distant, on the line of 
besio.h, recorded that there was no 
flight at all on the same date. Both of 
these observers were correct 
The 


snipe, following the gale of August as, 
pursued in their flight along the Great 
South bay, a course parallel with or 
over the main shore; con.serjuent.lv, 
while Oakdale intercepted the migrat- 
ing birds, Oak Island, on the beach, 
was almost completely ignored. 
The 


same was generally true of the move- 
ment of the snipe along the Long Is- 
land coast, except where the mainfand 
and the beach are almost contiguous, 
as at VYetuthampton, (Juogue and other 
points. 


The same conditions existed on the 


Massachusetts 
const 
at 
Chatham 


lieach. 
During thir storm large flocks 


of snipe passed over the land, but the 
moment the wind moderate;! and shift- 
ed a few points, to the westward the 
birds resumed their Ui-^ht over the 
sea. 
Tho conditions which governed a 


few years ago the migrations of snipe 
from their breeding places 
at the 


north to their feeding grounds at the 
south are. now almost entirely changed 
on account of harassing molestation. 


Instead of following, as formerly, all 


the indentation* of our northern, east- 
ern and middle cousts in their south- 
ward flight, they now when they de- 
part from tlie British provinces fly out 
at sea, barely sighting the extreme 
end of Cape Cod or Kantncket, unless 
driven shoreward by stress of weather. 
Krom 
JS'antucket they pass out of 


sight of land until they r«ach their 
feeding grounds on the Xorth Carolina 
sounds, whore snipe shooting even to- 
day may be enjoyed in its prestine 
vigor. That is the locality to which 
lovers of the sport must migrate with 
the birds. 


That snipe are not perceptibly di- 


minishing in number, but have merely 
changed their line of migration, we 
have evidence in their abundance dur- 
ing the season in North Carolina and 
the testimony of a uporUman whi» this 
year was on their breeding grounds 
near the Arctic circle in Labrador. He 
described them as existing in a quanti- 
ty »o vast as to appear almost incredi- 
ble. He attribute* this to the protec- 
tion now accorded them against the 
robbery of the eggs from their nests. 
Th» only memb;;r of the snipe family 
of the bigger sort which still clings to 
the shoreward line of flight is the 
Iar«re yellow-lc;,', or yrlpcr.

They 
can have no macaroni, or cheese, or 
butter, or sweetmeats, or potatoes, or 
rice, or peas% or beans, or carrots, or 
turnips, but they can have lettuce and 
celery and cress and spinach, and such 
watery things, with eggs boiled three 
minutes, poultry, and rare lean meats. 


And more than this, they are to take 


but two meals a day, and once in a while 
only one meal, letting Ihe system then 
live on what it already has in store 
that day. 
Ijut lest this should be in- 


sufficient, or should be in any way un- 
favorable, the system is kept in order 
by out-door exercise, which purifies the 
blood and renders the muscles firm, 
and works off much weight in perspira- 
tion—riding on horseback if they wish, 
driving if they please, but walking 
whether or no, and walking in diflicult 
places, a half-dozen miles a day, re- 
membering that, while the walking-is 
good for tho general health, it will 
take off very little flesh unless pursued 
to the point of perspiration and some 
fatigue.

age to do all this, and to continue it 
they are heroines, and will find a bet- 
ter reward than loss of flesh in the de- 
velopment of self-denial and strength 
of character.—Harper's llazar.

great building. The plnnk v.-alk of 
which the promenade was constructed 
furnished material for the. fire.

opened, old mines have been worked a

One of Prof. Harnard's photographs, 
aken at the Lick observatory, is made 
>y Sir Robert Hall the text of a clear 
.nd fascinating description in the Fort- 
lightly Review of the. wandering* of 
.he r,orth pole. It is, of course, the 
lelestial pole of which the photograph 
was taken, and not the terrestrial pole. 
The plate was directed toward that 
portion of the heavens, and remained 
stationary during the hours in which 
.he stars were rotating about the pole. 
L'ho result was that the plate showed a 
number of concentric circles with the 
x>le as the center, the circles indicat- 


the paths of the revolving stars.

When we speak of the north pole we 


may mean one or two things; we may 
uean the celestial or the terrestrial 
->nlc. The terrestrial pole is the point 
which so many people have lost their 
lives in trying to reach; the celestial 
pole is that point in the celestial sphcro 
it which the axis of the earth, when 
projected northward, enters. That thn 
celestial poie moves r.as lonrj l>ern a 
matter of knowledge. The pole, with 
the

Ttolcmies, when the pole \vasalong 
distance from the pole star. It is now 
approaching nearer the pole star. In 
the lapse of ages it will begin to re- 
treat again, so that in jibout three 
thousand years the pole star will be 
too far from the pole to be of the as- 
tronomical service it is at present. 
The pole takes about twenty-live thou- 
sand years to complete this movement. 


In order to get a notion of what the 


movement of the celestial pole is like 
it is expedient to run a knitting needle 
through the familiar orange. 
The- 


orange revolves around the sun. Hut 
the knitting needle has also a motion 
of its own. The projecting needle per- 
forms a movement that descri>>cs a 
cone, but with such slowness that it 
takes twenty-five thousand years to 
complete the circuit. 
A well-known 


illustration of the movement is that it 
i.s like that of a peg top which rotates 
rapidly on its axis, while at the same 
time the axis itself has a slow revolv- 
ing motion. 


So much for the movement of the 


celestial pole. Tint does the. terrestrial 
pole move, too? Of course, the terres- 
trial pole has the same motion as the 
celestial pole with relation to the stars, 
liut does the terrestrial pole have » 
movement in relation to the earth— 
that is, does it move about on the 
earth's surface? It gives us a clearer 
understanding of the subject to con- 
sider at first that it has no such move- 
ment; a qualification may lie made! 
later. We must conceive of the earth 
as a rigid body. The knitting needle 
docs not movi; about iu relation to the 
orange, but only in relation to the rest 
of the universe. 


liut it has been of lata discovered 


that the terrestrial pole, does have a 
very slight movement of its oivn—that 
it does move about on the earth's sur- 
face. This has been demonstrated by 
a

astron 


omer. Prof. 
Chandler. 
The 
state- 


ment 
has 
at 
first 
an 
alarming 


aspect, for if the pole should take 
to moving in ths direction of tho 
temperate regions the consequences 
might b« important. 
We are assured, 


however, that the movement is a very 
slight one, and that its wanderings are 
probably confined within the spacn of 
ground, and that they certainly wonld 
not go beyond the limits of a tract of 
the .size of Central park. 


It is impossible to follow Sir Robert 


Hall in his account of the astronomical 
and scientific results of this discovery. 
It has, however, one bearing which is 
especially interesting.

remember Alfred Russel Wallace's dis- 
cussions of the nature of the earth's in- 
terior, and his argument that, it i.s mol- 
ten. 
Sir Robert Hall states that one 


rc.sult of the discovery of this slight 
movement of the earth's axis and of 
I'rof. Chandler's investigations is to 
make it certain that the earth is not a 
rigid body. For this very interesting 
opinion, however, ho does nnt state his 
reasons.
